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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The following is a response to the amendment filed on March 4, 2005: 

• Claims 1-25 are pending in the application. 

• Claims 1, 4-6, 10-13, 15, 18, 19 and 23-25 remain rejected. For details of 
rejection, see previous Office Action dated November 4, 2004. 

• Claims 2, 3, 7, 8, 9, 14, 16, 17 and 20-22 remain objected as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicants arguments filed March 4, 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Regarding claims 1 and 15, applicant argues that Shloss does not disclose or 
remotely suggest sequentially identifying the communications protocol from the first RF 
signal as claimed by Applicants . As pointed out by the examiner in the previous office 
action, Shloss teaches that Protocol Logic Device 110 decodes the binary data and 
executes the protocol structure which controls the timing and decision making logic 
instructions of the Digital Link Controller [Fig. 2; col. 5, lines 58-6; executing the 
identified communications protocol]. Furthermore, Shloss teaches the data 
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message, from the first RF signal, contains a protocol indicator represented by either a 
"V" or an "R" code letter as shown in Fig. 5 [Col. 10, lines 45-53], which clearly 
discloses or suggests that Shloss* transponder is capable of sequentially identifying the 
communications protocol form the first RF signal as claimed by applicants.
